CHILE TALKS TO THE INVESTOR

Persons who unha])pily invested sav­ 
ing s in bonds of South America countries, 
now in default, are entitled to a measure 
of fresh hope witii the arrival in New 
l o r k of a special financial mission from 
Chile for the ex press purpose of adjust­ 
ing the m atter of interest payments on 
the $ 200,000,000 w'orth of Chilean obli­ 
g ations held in this country. The pro­ 
posal of Don Ernesto Barros, former min­ 
ister of finance and foreig n affairs, the 
head of the mission, is th a t his country 
end the moratorium in force for four 
years and pay all back interest at the 
rate of one-half of 1 per cent. This lacks 
a g reat deal of being the 6 and 7 per 
cent return w’hich the Republic of Chile 
and its units promised but then, as no 
one needs to be reminded, 1935 and the 
period in w’hich these oblig ations w’ere 
floated are far apart. 
bile w’e are in no position to judg e 
the fairness of the Chilean offer we have 
no hesitation in w’elcoming the beg inning 
of neg otiations in this matter. The w’hole- 
sale defaulting on South American issues, 
a natural end of one of the sorriest pieces 
of American-promoted financing in his­ 
tory, left the feeling betw’een the tw’o 
halves of this hemisphere in a lamentable 
state. Overtures such as th a t which Chile 
is m aking hold the promise of improving 
the situation materially.
